The 
weather bureau forecast indicated that 
zero or lower would be reached by 
daylight. Skies are to remain fair 
today and tomotrow, with little likell- 
hood of higher temperature until late 
tomorrow, according to the prediction. 
Winds are expected to moderate. 

Little Snow iu Chicago. 

The cold wave was accompanied by 
only a trace of snowfall in Chicago, 
but in the northwestern and moun- 
tain states, and even as far south as 
New Mexico, there was a heavy bian- 
ket of white. In Minnesota, it was 
reported, the driving winds piled snow 
in drifts ten feet deep, and passengers 
on one train bound for Minneapolis 
battled their way on foot for a mile to 
reach shelter after the engine, had 
stalled. 

Temperatures far below the sero 
mark were recorded in many picts of 


Pas, Manitoba, the 
readings were 26 below at 7 o'clock 
last bight.

PASTORS SEIZED 
BF RUSSIAN REDS 


{Chicage Tribune Press Service.) 

RIGA, Latvia, Dec. 13.—-Two leading 
Baptist missionaries have been arrest- 
ed by the Leningrad Cheka and are 
threatened with immediate deportation 
to Siberia. 

The Cheka on Friday raided the Ba»- 
tist parsonage at Leningrad and 
rested the Rev. Alexander Patrov and 
the Rev. John Shillov, both whom 
conduct services in the Leningrad Bap- 
tist church with a congregation of 
2.000. Both men are accused of being 
agents for American capitalists. 

Pastor Shillov only a few weeks ago 
returned from Siberia, whence he was 
banished in 1923 for violating the so- 
viet constitution which forbids religi- 
ous instruction being imparted to child- 
ren less than 18 years old. He had 
preached only three sermons in Len- 
ingrad. He is now threatened with 
banishment again. Both missionaries 
are well knew American Baptiste, it 
is said.
